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COMMISSION APPROVES $1 MILLION JAIL PROJECT FOR COUNTY 


The Coffee County Com- 
mission met in Emergency 
Session in Enterprise last Fri- 
day, and after muchdiscussion 
voted to construct anew coun- 
ty jail in Etba. 

Present at the session were 
commissioners O. V. Waters, 
Flournoy Whitman, Bennie 
»Beckham, Don Smith, Byron 
Galloway and Probate Judge 
James Sawyer. 

After making a statement 
concerning the current prop- 
erty reappraisal program (see’ 
related article), the Com- 
mission met with Elba City 
Clerk Jack Prescott and 
Elba Mayor Pro-Tem Charles 
Ellis. 

Ellis told the commission- 
ers “the condition of the County 
jail is very bad. There is ex- 
treme overcrowding and hard- 
ened criminals are being pl- 
aced in vells with youthful of- 
fenders.” After reminding the 
commissioners of the Public 
Works Employment Act {which 
provides federal funds for 
capital outlay projects in an 
effort to reduce unemploy- 
ment), Ellis informed the com- 
mission that the Elba City 
Council had voted to donate 
City property to the county 
on which a jail could be,con- 
Structed. Ellis added, “Elba 
wishes for the jail to remain 
in the City, and will offer 
three sites to the county on 
which a new jail may be con- 
structed. The County may 
inspect the sites, and can have 
their pick of the one they wish 
to use. The City will give 
the land to the County at ab- 


solutely no cost!” 

Commissioner Byron 
Galloway immediately voiced 
his approval of building a new 
jail in Elba, if the sites met 
specifications. 

After Ellis and Prescott 
left the meeting, a round-table 
type discussion began, with 
several members expressing 
their opinon. 
their opinion. 

Commissioner Bennie 
Beckham urged the fellow 
members to take their time and 
carefully study the proposal. 
“We need to make sure the 
sites are acceptable before 


we decide anything,” warned 
Beckham. 
Probate Judge James 


Sawyer expressed immediate 
opposition to the ;roposal to 
build’a jail in Elba. “The law 
clearly states that each court- 
house shall have a jail,” said 
Sawyer, “and in case you've 
forgotten, Enterprise does 
not have a jail.” 

Sawyer added “We shouldn't 
build a jail until we solve 
the courthouse problem.” 

The Commission discussed 
the matter, and decided that 
something should be done while 
Federal funds are available. 
The commissioners then re- 
cessed for lunch, and instruct- 
ed Sawyer to get the county 
attorney and sheriff to be 
present at the afternoon ses- 
sion. 

The primary objective of 
the afternoon session was to 
decide where to build the new 
jail. 

Judge Sawyer opened the 


session by asking Sheriff Neil 
Grantham for his opinions on 
the location of the new jail. 

“] don’t care where a new 
jail is built, as long as we 
get one,” exclaimedGrantham. 
“The present jail will be con- 
demned sooner or later, soa 
new jail must be built.” 

Next to address the Com- 
mission was Mr. Joe Pittman, 
Enterprise City Attorney. Pitt- 
man told the gathering the 
people of Coffee County had 
voted that Enterprise should 
have a courthouse and jail (a 
point later questioned by 
Commissioner Whitman). 

Continuing, Pittman said, 
“The State code clearly states 
each courthouse shall have a 
jail.” Pittman gave two rea- 
sons why a jail should be built 
in Enterprise: 

(1) The law dictates that a 
jail be built for the Enterprise 
courthouse, and 

(2) Out of need.A major- 
ity of the prisoners come from 
the Enterprise district, so 
Enterprise should have a jail. 

Pittman said, “If we took 
the Enterprise prisoners out 
of the jail in Elba there would 
be no overcrowding!” 

Commissioner O. V. 
Waters was next to speak, and 
the outgoing County official 
also spoke in favor of build- 
ing a new jail in Elba. 

“Enterprise had a jail and 
closed it,” said Waters, “and 
they had a road camp and pe- 
titioned the governor to close 
it. Why give Enterprise a 
new jail when they closed the 
one they had?” 


COLLIER RESIGNS FROM SCHOOL BOARD 


Mr. Sam Collier, dean 
of the Elba City School Board, 
resigned from the boardat the 
end of its monthly meeting, 
Tuesday night. The meeting 
had been postponed from the 
regularly scheduled time last 
Thursday. Collier stated to 
the board that he had mailed 
his resignation to the Elba 
City Council that afternoon and 
had mailed a copy to Superin- 
terdent Elmer Taylor. 

In other business the Board 
approved the use of the Army 
surplus bus by the City to 
transport people to and from 
the food service program. 

Taylor recommended and 
the board approved the em- 
ployment of Elaine Russell and 
Vicki Taylor in Special Educa - 
tion at the Middle School and the 
Jr. High respectively. Also 
approved were four aides, 
Thelma Johnson, Frank Phil- 
lips, Carolyn Westbrook, and 
Leo Brown. Taylor said these 
should have been approved 
earlier, but he had overlooked 
the matter. 

Liability insurance on the 
school busses was discussed 
and Taylor told the board mem- 
bers that the existing insurance 
would double to over $1600 and 
the company didn’t even want 
to write the coverage. The 
_ board instructed Taylor to get 

jthe best insurance possible 


and not wait until the next 


meeting for approval. Taylor 
also reported that better in- 
surance for the football play- 
ers had been secured. 

A report was given on the 
kindergarten program and the 
board was told that due to 
an unusually large enrollment, 
an additional teacher was add- 
ed, bringing the total classes 
to five plus a day care class. 

Enroument in the Elba 
school system is down about 
21 students according to in- 
formation given to the Board 
members. 

The final two items of bus- 
iness were presented by Col- 
lier just before he resigned. 
The first was a motion for the 
school board to consider clean- 
ing the slate on the athletic 
budget during the next budget 
year, The board has been in- 
formed in the past that for 
several years the athletic fund 
had been going deeper and

deeper in the hole until there 
was a bookkeeping deficit of 
over $11,000 plus $2,050 owed 
to Hilmac Sporting Goods. This 
motion was approved. 

The final action by the board 
was to extend the contract of 
Superintendent Elmer Taylor. 
His contract was to expire at 
the end of the current school 
year and was extended for two 
more years. Collier made the 
motion and expressed confi- 
dence in Taylor’s ability. This 
was echoed by the other board 
members.

Judge Sawyer expressed an 
opinion that the jail was never 
legally closed, but had simply 
quit being used. 

Commissioner Flournoy 
Whitman echoed Grantham's 
feelings that the Health Dept. 
could close the Elba jailat any 
time, and said, “Something 
must be done now, before they 
condemn the jail. Then we'll 
really have a problem.” 

Whitman brought up the 
same points mentioned by 
Waters about the City closing 
their penal facilities. 

“Enterprise had a jail and 
quit using it,” said Whitman, 
“it was never officially closed. 
The people here never tried to 
re-open it, but now that we 
decide to build a new jail, all 
of a sudden they want it.” 

Whitman. added he didn’t 
want to put a burden on the 
women of Enterprise by con- 


structing a jail in the city 
limits. : 
In closing, Mr. Whitman 


said he would vote to apply 
for the money, and vote to 
construct the jail in Elba. 

Don Smith expressed con- 
cern over the legality of build- 
ing a jail in Elba. 

“I feel we have to go by the 
law, and that leaves us only 
one choice,” said Smith, “that 
we build the jail in Enterprise.” 
Smith suggested trying to get 
funds to build two jails. 

Bennie Beckham clearly 
stated his opinion. “I'm not 
against Elba having a new jail, 
and I would not vote against 
building the new jail in Elba,” - 
said Beckham. “However, I 


don’t want to do something that 
would be in violation of the 
law.” 

O. VY. Waters spoke next, 
and summed up his feelings by 
Saying, “The money is avail- 
able. I think we should get 
it for the good of the County. 
I also feel the new jail should 
be built inthe county seat which 
is Elba.”

City Councilman John W. 
Sharpless called to the atten- 
tion of THE ELBA CLIPPER 
this week that there was a 
move underway to pay what 
amounts to a “coaches supple- 
ment” to Elba football coach 
Mac Champion from city tax 
funds. This was attempted 
without public knowledge, is 
what upset Sharpless. A few 
minutes of research reveals 
that the project was (is) under- 
way but that no money has 
changed hands nor has Coach 
Champion discussed his duties 
with city officials nor agreed 
to any of the terms, according 
to City Clerk Jack Prescott. 
_ There is a letter on file at 
City Hall dated August 30, 
1976, authorizing the payment 
of $400 a month for three 
months to Mr. Mac Champion 
to “organize and supervise” the 
Little League Football and Lit- 
tle League Basketball. The 
names of all elected city of- 
ficials are typed on the form 
but only Mayor Sam Sawyer 
has signed the form. 

Sawyer said he approved 
the action after a majority of 
the councilmen expressed ap- 
proval of the supplement. Saw- 
yer added that it should not 
be kept from the taxpavers if

it was to be done. Councilman 
Charles Ellis and Ronnie 
Vaughan told THE ELBA CLIP- 
PER that even though they had 
not signed the form they would 
do so. Ellis defended the action 
by saying the City has always 
supplemented the football 
coaches with summer work and 
that a survey he conducted re- 
vealed that other South Ala- 
bama towns were paying 
coaches far more than Elba. 

Councilman Ben Carpenter 
refused to sign the form, ac- 
cording to information re- 
ceived by this newspaper. Also 
indications are that Council- 
men Sharpless and Virgil Cole- 
man were not suppose to ever 
see the letter. It was presented 
to Sharpless bya city employee 
who thought he was following 
instructions. Coleman has not 
been informed of the matter, 
according to several sources. 
He was out of town Wednesday 
morning and was unavailable 
for comment. 

Sharpless said he was very 
much opposed to the way this 
was being done and would fight 
it to the end. He said that if 
the majority of the council 
wanted to hire a football coach 
to help with the summer re- 
creation program and do it 
in an open council meeting 
he would support the action, 
but would have no part in any- 


thing like this that is done 
without the taxpayers know- 
ledge. 


THE ELBA CLIPPER has 
asked several councilmen WHY 
like this? and no real answer 
has been given yet. 

City Clerk Jack Prescott 
stated Wednesday morning that 
when the matter was brought 
to his attention, he asked for 
the written instructions signed 
by the entire council before he 
issued any checks. Heacknow- 
ledged that the Mayor could in- 
struct him to issue the check, 
since he is the boss and that 
a majority of the council could 
pass a motion to that end but 
under the circumstances he 
could not and would not issue 
checks on the city without writ- 
ten authorization 

Again, theuproar Wednesday 
was not over supplementing any 
coach, but over the way it was 
attempted.

Commissioners Get 


Flak On Reappraisal 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion released a statement last 


week in which they made it 
clear that they did not initiate 
the recent property re-apprai- 
Sal program, 

Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer said, “we want all the 
people to know that the propert¥ 
reappraisal program came 
about by a Federal Court Order 
and an act ofthe Alabama Leg- 
islature. The reappraisal is 
Statewide, not just in Coffee 
County.” 


Sawyer noted that Act 160 
of the Alabama Legislature 
ruled all counties must inspect 


and have property reappraised 
at it’s fair and reasonable 
market value. 

The commissioners felt they 
needed to let the public know 
that they didn’t start the pro- 
gram, they merely complied 
with the law. 

If any citizens feel their 
reappraisal is too high they 
may appeal to the Equilization 
Board, which will be formed 
in a few weeks. The Board will 
be made up of three county 


residents who will hear all 
complaints. Complaints may 
also be aired at the Farm 


Center until September 10, 


al weeks ago but she requested 
that nothing be published until 
she showed the city council 
the courtesy of informing them 
of the action. She said the coun- 
cil encouraged her office to 
ask for these houses several 
years ago and felt they should 
get the word from her instead 
of the newspaper. 

A lengthy discussion with 
engineers and planners on pro- 
jects for possible funding un-- 
der the Public Works Bill in- 
volved the council for some 
time. In the end decisions were 
made to proceed with plans for 
a new library, expansion of 
the recreation park at Legion 
Field and renewal of the Pea 
River Dam project, plus an 
extensive drainage plan forthe 
old Beaver Dam Creek bed 
and the Mulberry Heights area. 

Also long range plans were 
discussed for developing a 
master plan for improving 
drainage in all parts of Elba. 

The planned hearing on 
placing the new medical clinic 
in front of the hospital was 
conducted as advertised. Mr. 
Robert Cooper was again pre- 
sent and voiced his dis- 
approval, Cooper said that the 
ladies who attended the meeting 
with him before didn’t agree 
with his idea of dropping the 
matter but he said, “I will not 
proceed any further.” Cooper 
continued with, “Wedon't agree 
with the way this was done and 
are concerned with future de- 
velopment.” 

There was no further dis~ 
cussion and a motion to allow 
the building was approved 
unanimously. é 

The councilmen voiced sup-~ 
port of the commissioners in 
their efforts to build a new 
jail and the city clerk was in- 
structed to offer the Commis- 
ion any help necessary on this 
project. 

Parking in front of the high 
school was discussed and the 
matter tabled until the next 
meeting. 

Increased health insurance 
rates on the City’s group pol- 
icy were discussed and will be 
studied further. Councilman 
Ellis noted that the present 
policy was lacking in coverage 
but others questioned if the 
additional coverage might be 
to high. 

Discussion on hiring a street 
superintendent was tabled until 
the next meeting. 

Bids were opened on a weed 
cutter. Two bids on the heavy 
duty needed were offered. The 
council voted that if Elba Trac- 
tor Co. would match the $688 
bid of another firm, the pur- 
chase would be made locally, 

Following this action the 
meeting was adjourned,

Coffee County feeds a new 
jail: no one with any understand- 
ing or civic sense denies this. 
For three years I have been 
trying to get a new facility 
without specifying a location. 
For various reasons, nothing 


_was ever done; no action taken 


on the jail situation as other 
problems seemed more press- 
ing to the county. 

Now, money is available 
and must be used at once if 
it is to be obtained at all. Up 
to $1 million in federal funds 
to build jail facilities have been 
made available to counties who 
display a sufficient need. But 
the application must be made 
within the next few days, be- 
cause the federal government 
must accept applications within 
30 days and determine the de- 
gree of legitimate need as com- 
pared with the applications of 
other counties in the state. 
Grants. are made on a highly 
competitive basis of need. 
Coffee County NEEDS a new 
jail. As construction has to be- 
gin within 90 days of approval 
of the application, there is no 
time for petty bickering between 
municipalities. We must take 
immediate steps to provide fa- 
cilities so deperately needed, 
as indicated by the uprising at 
the county jail last Tuesday 
night. 

This. quote “‘lame duck 
commission’’ as the Editorials 
call it, has nearly 60 years 
combined service to the citi- 
zens of Coffee County in the 
years before our retirment, 


which speaks for itself as to. 


the confidence which the yoters 
put in us. The Commission, 
while I’ve been a member, has 
been non-diseriminatory be- 
tween Elba and Enterprise as 


to county business. We are now 


advocating that the new jail- 


facility be built in Elba for the 


_ following reasons: 


1. The people of Enterprise 


p have indicated that they are not 


interested in supporting the fa- 
cilities to house the inmates 
convicted in Coffee County by 
the following action: They pe- 
titioned the closing of the con-

vict camp which was located 
in Enterprise a few years ago 
following an unfortunate occur- 
ance during which two people 
were murdered by an escaped 
convict; and also the jail that 
is presently located at the En- 
terprise courthouse (contrary 
to the editorial’s claim that 
there is no such _ existing 
facility) has not been used for 


some time, indicating that the 


citizens of Enterprise do not 
wish inmates kept there. 


2. The City of Elba has 
provided, with no cost to the 


County, one of three locations 
in non-resident areas on which 
to build the facility. Thus time- 


consuming location negotiations © 


can be eliminated. 


3. Finally, the personnel 
and communication system have 
been directed directly to the 
county seat, which is, as stated 
in state law, Elba. 


We, the County Commission, 
are in no way trying to get 
around the law. Tittle 12, Sec- 
tion 185. We were not aware of 
this law, which states that jails 
be constructed in both Enter- 
prise and Elba, until after 
federal money had been made 
available to construct facilities 
and we had begun application 
for the funds. Then, and only 


then, lawyers from Enterprise’ 


cited this law in an apparent 
effort to block the proceedings. 
I do not object to my suc- 
cessors in the County Com- 
mission who maywish to reno- 
vate the existing jail facilities 
which are located at the 
Enterprise courthouse, or build 
new facilities. Meanwhile, I do 
not agree that building an ade- 
quate facility to house county 
prisoners should be slowed or 
halted in Elba for the brief 
time federal money is avail- 
able. I do not see our action 
as quote ‘‘defying state law”’ 
or quote ‘‘shoving all consider- 
ation of Title 12 Section 185 
of the Alabama Code aside,’’ 
as stated in a September 5th 
editorial.

MISQUITO CONTROL AND 
ENCEPHALITIS 
MOSQUITO CONTROL - 

Mosquitos have annoyed 
man for centuries. They have 
prevented induStrial and ag- 
ricultural development in many 
parts of the world. On occa- 
sion, they become numerous 
enough to kill livestock. 

The primary effect of un- 
checked mosquito populations, 
however, is the spread of dis- 
ease. Mosquitos carry more 
human and animal diseases: 
than any other family of in- 
sects - including four kinds 
of human malaria, yellow 
fever, dengue, three kinds of 
encephalitis, and other dis- 
eases. 

There are more than 2,000 
different species of mosqui- 
tos worldwide; more than 100 
species are found in North 
America. All have different 
flight habits, food preferen- 
ces and climatological re- 
quirements. All species breed 
in water, but heavy populations 
can be produced in small quan- 
tities of water - foul or clean, 
salt 0° ~esh. Mosquitos breed 
extensively in marshes - and 
in empty tin cans, holes in 
trees, plugged drains, rain 
gutters, old tires, undrained 
sections of farm fields, flat 
roofs - anywhere developing 
stages of the pesty  crea- 
tures can go undisturbed for 
a few days. 

In general, the best ap- 
proach to mosquito control is 
by souree reduction or elimi- 
nation of breeding sites; how- 
ever, souree reduction meth- 
ods are costly and slow in 
producing results. There- 
fore, while ditching, filling, 
impoufding and other source 
reduction methods are in pro- 
gress, it usually is desirable 
and often necessary to use 
insecticides for temporary re- 
lief from mosquitos. Even 
cuntrol programs that have 
been active for many years 
still utHize insecticides. Th- 
ere are.two principal reasons 
for this: mosquitos breed in 
so many sources of water that 
it is almost impossible to 
eliminate all of them, and man 
is creating new sources about 
as fast as the older ones are 
being eliminated. These con- 
ditions result from a rapidly 
expanding population and its 
expansion of housing, more 
containers to be discarded, 
more pollution, more , road- 
side ditches and irrigation. 


ENCEPHALITIS 

I am-sure that the public 
has read recent reports of 
cases of encephalitis in Ala- 
bama and other areas of the 
southeast. This time of the 
year seems to be time when 
we have outbreaks of ence- 
phalitis. The only means of 
adequate control of the spr- 
ead of this disease is the con- 
trol of mosquito breeding. Th- 
erefore, the Health Department 
recommends that each indi- 
vidual citizen police his en- 
tire area in an effort to locate 
and remove any containers that 
hold water which possibly could 
be breeding mosquitos. Sec- 
ondly, that each citizen do his 
part to remove overgrown 
brush and rubbish piles on his 
Own property 

Thirdly, were possible, 
larvae sitings and spraying 
for adult mosquitos should be 
used, or if an individual has 
to be outside in an exposed 
area, that he wear protective 
clothing or use some type of 
repellant. It seems hard tobe- 
lieve that the bite of a small 
insect such as the mosquito 
can Cause such severe pain and 
possibly death, but they doand 
the only retaliation that we 
have is to do everything that 
is humanly possible to con- 


trol the breeding places. of 
mosquitos and eliminate as 
many of them as possible

Get Light Sentences 


He got his first ticket at 


“the age of 17. During four 


short years he had been con- 
victed ll times for traffic of- 
fenses and had killed a woman. 

“The story of this young 
habitual offender is one we 
see all too often,” said Colonel 
E. C. Dothard, Department of 
Public Safety Director. “He 
is a typical product of the 
‘slap - on - the - wrist’ 
courts, found in too many 
places in Alabama. Maximum 
fines or even a jail sentence 
very possibley would have de- 
terred this young man from 
continuing to disobey the law 
and could have saved an inno- 
cent life.” 

His record: 

May 2, 1972: Reckless Driving 
(reduced from driving, while 
intoxicated) $50 fine. 
October 10, 1973: Reckless dri- 
ving $25 fine. 
November 5, 1973: Reckless 
driving (reduced from driving 


while intoxicated) $100 fine 4 


September 17, 1973: Failure to 
yield to emergency vehicle 
$25 fine. 

October 22, 1973: Speeding $25 
fine. 

June 28, 1974: Two charges of 
driving while license revoked 
$25 fine on each charge. Two 
charges of driving while intox- 
icated $125 fine on each charge. 
August 17, 1975: Driving while 
license revoked $60 fine. 

May 24, 1976: Driving while 
license revoked - amount un- 
known. 

August 20, 1976, this driver 
overtook a motorcycle and 
struck it from the rear killing 
a 32-year-old woman. He has 
been chargea witn driving while 
intoxicated, murder and driving 
while his license was revoked. 

_ “The courts in which this 
violator had appeared had 
every opportunity to impress 
upon him the importance of 
safe, lawful driving through 
exacting maximum penalties. 
They chose not to do so,” 
Colonel Dothard said. 

“When you see a driving 
record like this one, it doesn’t 
take supernatural powers to 
predict the driver will be in- 
volved in a serious traffic 
mishap, killing or injuring 
himself or some innocent mo- 
torist or pedestrian. What 
should horrify and frighten 
each of us is there are others 
like him driving on the public 
highways today,” he said. 

“Each day judges are swayed 
by sympathy and reduce char- 
ges, levy minimum fines or 
continue cases again and again 
It isn’t Surprising that some 
people do not take efforts to 
get dangerous drivers off the 
road seriously, How many in- 
nocent people have to be killed 
Or crippled before the full 
tragedy caused by drunken dri- 
vers 1s realized in these 
courst?” he said

UNPROVEN METHODS 
A special “grape cure” 


diet, cobwebs saturated in ar- 
senic, pureed asparagus - few 
illnesses known to man have 
generated as many false cures 
as cancer. 

These unproven methods 
range from simple folk rem- 
edies to drugs produced and 
promoted by well-organized 
groups of advocates. 
groups offer testimonials, em- 
otionally-based, claiming that 
the Federal Government is 
willfully “withholding nontoxic 
cures from the public,” and 
that a patient has a right to 
try any cure heorshecaresto. 

To give patients a “freedom 
of choice” in selection oftreat- 
ments would, of course, make 
them fair game for unscrup- 
ulous hucksters such as the 
traveling medicine man of the 
last century. 


The American Cancer So- 
ciety has available a book en- 
titled “Unproven Methods of 
Cancer Management” which 
provides information on both 
the most available and most 
promoted cancer “cures.” 

The Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration (FDA) governs in- 
troduction and clinical testing 
of new drugs. Therefore, re- 
quirements for drug licensure 
are rigid in order to protect 
the general public and medical 
practitioners. 


- Studies of any substance 
thought to be effective against 
cancer is first tested in ani- 
mals. If sucha substance shows 
promise against animal can- 
cers, further studies must be 
conducted to see if it would be 
effective in treating human 
cancers. Fewsubstances found 
to have aneffect against animal 
cancer pass safety and other 
requirements for further eval- 
uation. And ofthese, only one in 
ten is usefil in treatment of 
human cancers. 


Scientists don’t believe that 
the “harmlessness” of a drug 
or treatment justifies its use. 
Experimentation with unproven 
drugs may result in loss of 
valuable medical treatment 
time and lessen a patient’s 
chance for the cure or control 
of cancer. 

Cancer patients and their 
families should check with 


their physician before discon- 
tinuing prescribed treatment 
to take a new or unproven 
treatment.

A shootout late Saturday 
hight left Edmond Cox, age 37, 
dead with ‘seven gunshot 
wounds, according to Sheriff 
Neil Grantham. Arrested and 
charged with first degree man- 
slaughter following the shoot- 
ing was Raymond Kelley, age 
26, also of Elba. 

The shooting occurred at 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Marion Williams in the Newbia 
Community. Kelley was re- 
‘portedly staying in the home at 
the time of the shooting. 

According to witnesses, 
Cox approached the house, 
after first calling on the tele- 
phone and arguing with Kelley. 
He was carrying a 12-gauge 
shotgun-and at some time be- 
fore he died, fired one shot 
through the front door of the 
frame house. Kelley report- 
edly was standing at the win- 
dow of a bedroom looking out 
the front of the house. Offi- 
cers said that Kelley fired 
seven shots from a .22 rifle 
through the window of the 
house, hitting Cox with all 
seven shots. 

Coroner Marvin Mcllwain, 
who pronounced Cox dead at 
the scene, said four of the 
shots hit the victim behind the 
left shoulder and three hit him 
in the front and right side of 
the head. 

Sheriff's Investigator Ray 
Norris was the first law offi- 
‘cer at the scene after the re- 
port of a shooting. He said 
he walked up to the house and 
asked Kelley if he was armed. 
When Kelley responded that he 
still had the rifle, Norris told 
him to put it down, which the 
man did immediately. Norris 
confiscated the weapon and 
placed Kelley under arrest. 

Cox's wife and one small 
child were in their car on the 
highway in front of the house at 
the time officers arrived, and 
said she had driven her hus- 
band to the Williams home. 

Helping Norris and Sheriff 
Neil Grantham with the in- 
vestigation was Deputy Joe 
Spurlin. 

Both the weapons were 
turned over to state investigat- 
ors for ballistics test and other 
tests.Mr. Williams told THE 
ELBA CLIPPER he was in the 
hall away from the living room 
when the shotgun blast entered 
the door. He said it sounded 
like shotgun pellets were hit- 
ting all around him, and he 
wished he was somewhere else. 
Mrs. Williams reportedly pla- 
ced the call to law officers.

Commission Votes 2 Jails, 2 Courthouses 


The Coffee County Com- 
mission met in regular session 
on Monday, September 13, at 
the Elba Courthouse, and voted 
to build two mails as soon as 
possible and make plans_ to 
construct two courthouses. 

The day’s activities began 
at 10:00 a.m. when Mr. Joe 
Clark made an emotional plea 
for the Commission to fix the 
bridge which forced closure of 
a rural road. Mr. Clark said 
he was promised two years ago 
the bridge would be fixed, but 
no action has beentaken. Com- 
missioner O. V. Waters said 
“The engineer has been author-, 
ized to do the job, and we will 
ask him this afternoon why the 
job hasn’t been finished.” 
The commissioners 
took no action, nor did they 
inform the engineer of Mr. 
Clark’s troubles.) 

The fireworks began next 
when Enterprise attorney Joe 
Pittman came before the board. 
“On behalf of the Engerprise 
Chamber of Commerce, I would 
like to address the Board con- 
cerning the jail,” said Pittman.

Electric Bills 


To Increase 


The Elba Water and 
Electric Board,meeting Mon- 
day night was a routine meet- 
ing that ended on a sour note 
for the electricity users of 
Elba. At the close of the meet- 
ing, Chairman Charles Hayes 
read a letter from Alabama 
Electric Co-op informing Elba 


that as of October Ist the 
wholesale pooling rate for 
electricity will increase. 


Hayes noted that this increase 
will be 30% more. 

The pooling rate increase 
is due to anincrease inthe cost 
of electricity purchased from 
Alabama Power Company. This 
rate is set by the Federal 
Power Commission in Wash- 
ington. The Alabama Co-op 
challenged the rate hike and 
the beginning date was delayed 
from April to the October date, 
but apparently will be in effect 
on current bought after October 
1. 


In other business the Board 
approved payment for damage 
done in a home due to faulty 
power connections, and hired 
Polyengineering to plan for 
improvements in the present 
water system and long-range 
additions. The firm is also to 
handle the paper work onapply- 
ing for state and federal grants 
for these projects.
